NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—- [Special Dis- 
patch] The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says: 

“The firm intention of the adminis- 
tration to take no chances in carry- 
ing out its programme for the annexa- 
tion of the Hwallan Islands was em- 
phasized today in the order issued by 
the Navy Departmene assigning an- 


other warship to Hawaiian waters. The 


additian to our naval force at Hono- 
lulu, which is rapidly growing into a 
squadron, is the little gunboat Wheel- 
ing, not a very formidable vessel, but 
capable of doing consicera»le damage 
against a hostile ship of greater 
strength in conjunction with the other 
craft now at the islands, or under or- 
ders to proceed there. . : 

“No alarming advices from Honolulu 
are at the bottom af the department’s 
action. Neither the State Department 
nor the Navy Department have re- 
ceived any official information from its 
representatives in Hawaii to indicate 
that trouble is likely. On the contrary, 
not even the action of the Hawaiian 
Senate in ratifying the annexation 
treaty will be reported by Minister Sew- 
all or Admiral Miller, both of whom 
would have undoubtedly sent messages 
in the passenger vessel which arrived 
in San Francisco yesterday, 'to be 
telegraphed thence, if they believed the 
ratification would result in an out- 
break. 

It is merely the intention of the 
administration to take every precau- 
tion against interference with its pur- 
poses to put the islands under the pro- 


tection of the Stars and Stripes which. 


brought about the decision to issue or- 
ders to the Wheeling. The depart- 
ment has cabled the commander of 
the gunboat Yorktown, which sailed 
from the China station for home, to 
stop at Honolulu, where he will re- 
main with his vessel at the pleasure 
of Admiral Miller.

SHE CARRIES DISPATCHES. 


The Wheeling’s Mission an Impor- 
tant One—Battleship Oregon. 
{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.— [Special 
Dispatch.) The gunboat Wheeling 
started late tonight for Honolulu with 
important messages from the Navy 
Department in Washington to the rep- 
resentatives of the American govern- 
ment in the Hawaiian Islands. The ves- 
sel hoisted her anchor from the mud 
of Mission Bay a little before midnight, 
and started for the Golden Gate, but 
when about off the Presidio she came to 
anchor again, and her officers stated to 
the Merchants’ Exchange reporters that 
the weather was too thick over the bar 
to attempt to get to sea, and that the 
vessel would remain there until day- 
light. 

At the time the Wheeling received 
her orders to proceed to Honolulu in 
such haste, the Oregon’s commanding 
officer was instructed to get his vessel 
ready for sea as soon as possible. The 
Oregon has been at anchor in the bay 
for several weeks, and a few days ago 
she filled her bunkers with coal, and 
only a few days will be required for 
her to be ready to get under way. 

Honolulu, her officers say, wilf be her 
destination, and they expect to be on 
the way to the islands inside of a week. 
The officers of the vessels say they do 
not know the reason why warships are 
sent to Hawaii, but they infer that the 
authorities in Washington deem it wise 
to have a few American guns ready at 
the islands in the event of trouble over 
the annexation treaty. 

At present the cruiser Philadelphia 
and the gunboat Bennington are in the 
harbor at Honolulu, and the York- 
town, which is on her way home from 
the Chinese station, is expected to join 
them shortly. The Yorktown was to 
stop only long enough to take on coal 
and supplies to continue her trip here, 
but it is thought that in the event of 
trouble, she will be held there to in- 
crease the fleet. The Baitimore, which 
is now at Mare Island, is preparing for 
sea, and her destination will be Hon- 
olulu, but it is expected that she will 
go there to relieve the Philadelphia, 
which is sadly in need of a cleaning, on 
a dry dock, and also extensive repairs. 

OFF SHE GOES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.— The 
gunboat Wheeling steamed out through 
the Golden Gate about 10 o'clock to- 
night, bound for Honolulu, whither she 
had been ordered by the Navy Depart- 
ment. She received: notice, today to 
coal up and proceed to the islands im- 
mediately, and all day she was being 
loaded with provisions and coal. In 
order to complete her crew, men were 
drafted from the warships lying at the 
Mare Island navy yard. This is the 
Wheeling’s first dip into the waters of 
the Pacific, she not having had a sea’ 
trial. The sea trial was to have com- 
menced tomorrow. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSCUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Orders 
were sent from the Navy Department 
today to San Francisco to have the 
gunboat Wheeling sent to Honolulu as 
soon as she can be prepared for the 
voyage. Ihe Wheeling has been put 
in commission recently, and was to 
start in a short time for Sitka, taking 
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stores and relief for the gunboat Con- 
cord, now on duty in Alaska. She is 
a small, but well-equipped modern 
gunboat, somewhat smaller than the 
Bennington, now at Honolulu, but to- 
gether the two boats will make a good 
force. 

The Philadelphia will remain at Hon- 
olulu until. the Wheeling arrives. 
Whether the Yorktown will then be 
detached is not certain, but it is likely 
that she will not stop at Honolulu on 
her way home from China longer than 
is necessary to secure coal and stores. 
The Philadelphia, upon reaching Mare 
Island, will place most of her men on 
the Baltimore, which has just been ex- 
tensively repaired, and the latter will 
go to Hawaii as Admiral Miller's flag 
ship. The admiral will remain at Hon- 
olulu while the exchange is being 
made. 

THOSE ARMED JAPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Referring 
to the reports brought by the steamer 
Peking that passengers saw a large 
number of well-drilled Japanese land 
in Hawaii under direction of a ser- 
geant and divided into military squads, 
Durham W. Stevens, counsellér of the 
Japanese Legation, says the reports are 
untrue and calculated to cause an un- 
justifiable impression against Japan. 
Stevens says no Japanese immigrants 
are allowed to land in Hawaii unless 
they have previously secured the ap- 
proval of the Hawaiian immigration 
authorities, @nd that such have been 
previously gaged by the Hawaiian 
planters. is impossible, therefore, 
for the Japanese to land unless Hawaii 

desires their presence. 

Persistent reports have appeared 
that are gradually and 
quietly building up a strong military 
establishmemt in Hawaii, but Mr. Ste- 
vens says ll these reports are false 
and prejudi¢ial. The Japanese warship 
Naniwa hag been withdrawn from Ha- 
Wall, so that Japan is no longer repre- 
sented by any military or naval force. 

ADVICES BY THE MOANA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.—The 
steamship Moana, just arrived from 
Sydney, via Honolulu, brings the fol- 
lowing Hawaiian advices: Seaman 
Woolf of thé U.S.S. Philadelphia, con- 
fined in the brig on a serious charge, 
committed guicide on the 14th inst. by 
hanging himself with a hammock lash- 
ing. He created a disturbance while 
ashore Saturday night, and was dis- 
rated to fowrth-class by Capt. Dyer.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—President 
Ethan Allen of the Cuban League of 
the United States, today issued the fol- 
lowing address to the members of the 
league: 
“A year of patriotic work is about 
to end in the grandest results. Last 
Spring nearly every governor of this 
republic, at our request, backed by the 
Legislature of his State, spoke for Cu- 
ban independence. 
“Now the hour of emancipation for 
Cuba is at hand. The commanding 
voice of the nation has at last reached 


the Executive, though the delay has. 


been too long. Our Minister in Spain, 
with a patriotic Président behind him, 
will do that which shall end the mur- 
der, plunder and mediaeval tyranny 
in Cuba, allowing its entry into a sov- 
ereign state. 

“The nation is ready with guns, if 
necessary. Every member of this league 
should be on the alert to uphold the 
President in such a policy. To all, 
when the moment comes, say to him: 
‘All divisions end at the water's edge.“ 
THOSE CERTAIN ADVANTAGES. 

[ASSOUIATiu) PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, Sept. 23.—Sefior Valera, 
formerly Spanish Minister at Wash- 
ington, publishes an article on the Cu- 
ban situation, in the course of which 
he says that certain advantages were 
accorded to American subjects in 1877 
as the result of declarations of the 
Spanish Foreign Ministers, but as 
these were ratified by the Chamber, 
the government, he declares, can an- 
nul them. ; 

Sefior Valera adds: “The majority of 
self-styled Amerizan citizens who claim 
this indemnity are not, according to 
American law, legitimate citizens, but 
Cubans, who employ this method to 
obtain indemnities. It is believed that 
the American nation will end by do- 
ing justice to Spain.” 

NO ULTIMATUM.

In reference to the senational tele- 
grams from Madrid about the alleged 

ultimatum and the inevitability of 
war between the United States and

American diplomat who, though not 
personally concerned in the American- 
Spanish negotiations, is in a position 
to know the exact state of affairs, but 
who for obvious reasons would not al- 
low his name to be mentioned. He 
said: 
I cannot, of course, pledge in ad- 
vance the government of the United 
States, but so far as the present is 
concerned, such a step is not in con- 
templation. The United States has 
probably intimated through Minister 
Woodford that the present state of af- 
fairs is most deplorable, and that if we 
could be of any assistance in bringing 
such a condition of things to an end, 
we should be glad to offer our services. 
But you may state absolutely that no 
ultimatum has been sent to Spain by 
the United States.“

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 23.—The local 
fever situation did not show any im- 
provement today, when results were 
summed up. There were fewer cases 
than were reported on yesterday, but 
there was one more death than during 
the previous twenty-four hours, and at 
least four of the patients were reported 
at 6 o’clock to be in a dangerous cone 
dition, so that while there is no reason 
to justify the statement that there is 
danger of an epidemic here, still yellow’ 
fever exists. Nine new cases were re- 
ported during the day, and three 
deaths. 

Tonight four cases, at least, were re- 
ported to be in an extremely dangerous 
condition. The other cases, however, 
were reported as presenting favorable 
symptoms, and there was a marked im- 
provement in the St. Cloud neighbor- 
hood. 

LATER:—Another death occurred to- 
night, making four today. Three were 
Italians. The neighborhoods in which 
the poor Sicilians live are thickly set- 
tled and very dirty and the Board of 
Health has recognized the necessity of 
removing and isolating these people so 
as to take away food for infection. The 
camp of detention was established at 
Oakland Park, but the Italians refused 
to go there, deeming it a plot to do 
them harm, even fearing poisonous 
food. 

Leading citizens of their own race. 
went among them and argued that 
their going to the place was one of 
self-preservation, and some fifty were 
taken out. 

DEATH AT MOBILE. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RE TOT. 

MOBILE (Ala.,) Sept. 23.—The off 
report today is that so far there ha 
been thirty-eight cases pronounced ta 
be yellow fever, three have died, six< 
teen have been discharged, and nine- 
teen remain under treatment. Two of 


the cases were reported today, and ten 


were discharged today. 

Up to noon there had been no deaths 
since Saturday last, and all the sick 
but one or two were reported doing 
well. Tonight one death was added to 
the list, being that of John J. Burne, 
chief clerk of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville shops. He was taken sick Sep- 
tember 14. 

The surgeon-general has ordered all 
mail from Mobile fumigated. Hereto- 
fore only the mail from southern dis- 
tricts. that have quarantined against 
Mobile have been fumigated. 

ATLANTA INFECTED.

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Sept. 23.—The 
Board of Health of Atlanta announced 
that Carrie Fleming, a fourteen-year- 
old girl, a refugee from Mobile with 
her father and mother, and who is 
stopping at a boarding-house at No. 119 
Auburn avenue, is suffering with yel- 
low fever. ‘ 

The Board of Health met tonight and 
issued a statement in which they say: 
This case seems to be very mild, and 
the indications point to recovery. The 
patient, her father and mother and. 
other individuals from Mobile, who 
were in the house, have been placed 
under strict quarantine. The Board of 
Health does not consider that there is 
the least danger of any Atlanta indi- 
viduals not exposed in infected cities, 
catching the disease, nor is it surprised 
at the development of the case, having 
anticipated that such sporadie cases 
would occur.”

The Union Pacific Reorganization 
Committee's proposition for the settle- 
ment of the company’s debt to the 
United States will be accepted, the gov- 
ernment mortgage will be foreclosed 
and the road sold and the company re- 
organized. This statement is made on 
the highest authority. 5 
For several days past the Presiden 
‘has had conferences with the repre- 
. Sentatives of the company and with the 
) Attorney-General, and before he left 
Washington he agreed to the sale of 
the road and its reorganization upon 
the basis which the Reorganization 
Committee suggested. The announce- 
ment of the decision may be looked for 
at an early date. It will come in an 
order for foreclosure issued b the 
President to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 
The agreement to which President 
McKinley has decided to give his sanc- 
tion is the same which was submitted 
to Congress by President Cleveland last 
January. Under this agreement, the 
Reorganization Committee will bid for 
the road under à foreclosure sale the 
‘sum of $45,754,059. In order to give an 
intelligible statement of what this bid 


necessary to enter briefly into the story 
of the Union Pacific obligation to the 
government. 
“The principal debt of the Union Pa- 
cific to the United States was $35,539,-. 
512. A portion of this has not yet 1 * 
e 
interest paid by the government 
amounts to $36,954,893. The whole in- 
debtedness on the first day of July, 
1897, was $70,494,405. The sinking fund 
of the Union Pacific in the hands of 
‘the Treasurer of the United States on 
the same day was $17,738,209. After de- 
ducting the sinking fund, which is an 
asset of the company in the hands of 
the United States for the purpose of 
paying the debt of the Union Pacific 
Company to the government, the sum 
of $28,015,850 remains to be paid. 
“That is the only sum which Fits- 
gerald’s Reorganization Committee, as 
it is known, will be required to pay the 
government. The loss to the govern- 
ment is the difference between $53,000,- 
000, which is the net amount due the 
government in round numbers, and the 
$28,000,000, making a loss of nearly $25,- 
000,000 in round numbers according to 
the figuring of the opponents of the 
Agreement. 
The agreement for the foreclosure 
sale also contains a provision for the 
reorganization of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company and its Kansas Pa- 
cific branch. The Reorganization Com- 
mittee consists of Louis Fitzgerald, 
John H. Schiff, T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
Jr.; Chauncey M. Depew, Marvin Hu- 
ghitt and Oliver Ames.

The Raleigh afterward cruised along 
the coast of Morocco well to the east- 
ward, and in his last report to the 
State Department, Consul-General 
Burke stated that her presence had 
done much to cause the natives to re- 
spect the United States flag and to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the outrage. 
Late this afternoon a long cablegram 
was dispatched from the Navy Dcpart- 
ment, and it is possible that it con- 
tained instructions to Admiral Sel- 
fridge to coéperate further with Con- 
sul-General Burke in case he meets 
with opposition in his efforzs to secure 
protection for American interests there.

On cross-examination by States’ At- 
torney Deenen, the witness at first 
placed her weigt at 130 or 140 pounds. 
Then he hesitated, and said he had 
got mixed up, and then remarked that 
the woman weighed 115 or 118 pounds, 
which was about Mrs. Luetgert's 
weight. This hesitation and correction 
was made much of by the prosecution, 
which intimated that it indicated that 
Sholey had forgotten the weight that 
had been probably told him at first.

OAST ASHORE AFTER SIX DAYS OF 
SLOW STARVATION. 


Portland Lawyer Missing—Supreme 
Court Grants a Writ of Mandate. 
San Francisco Fortifications. 

Fire at Weaverville. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.—The 
story of the fate of the missing Nor- 
wegian bark Seladon was confirmed 
today upon the arrival of the steam- 
ship Moana from Sydney. 

The Seladon left Newcastle, N.S.W., 
July 13, 1896, for Honolulu with a full 
cargo of cal. On the night of August 
7. at 11:30 o’clock, the vessel struck 
Starbuck Island while running at a 
speed of seven knots, and fifteen min- 
utes later four feet of water was re- 
ported in the hold and two boats were 
launched with crews of eight men 
each. After lying by the vessel un- 
til daylight, Capt. Jaeger decided to 
make for Maiden Island, which he 
reckoned to be two days’ sail. 

Having nothing but a chart and 
compass, however, the boats missed 
the island and attempted to make 
Christmas Island, but missed that also. 
They then ran before the wind, and 
for eleven days proceeded without 
mishap. .On August 18 the gig capsized 
and all its occupants except Chief Of- 
ficer Kris Nelson, who was drowned, 
were picked up by the other boat. 
Capt. Jaeger died of exhaustion on 
August 24, and was buried. 

On the twenty-third day out, August 
30, the fourteen men divided their last 
tin of meat, five pounds, which lasted 
three days. Meantime they were de- 
pendent upon occasional showers of 
rain for their water supply. For six 
more days they sailed on, too weak 
to move, and when all hope had been 
given up, their boat ran upon the reef 
of Sophia Island, and cast them ashore. 
Fortunately they were picked up by 
natives, who treated them with the 
utmost kindness, but the ship’s car- 
penter, T. Olsen, died from the result 
of his exposure a few days later. 

After subsisting upon cocoanuts, 
turtle and seabirds for ten months and 
ten days, the steamer Clyde, bound 
for Auckland, was sighted, and Capt. 
Callaghan took the shipwrecked men to 
Fiji, where they were transferred to 


the bark Ellen, which conveyed them 
to Sydney.

BLACK FOR THE BLACKS. 


HAYTI’S NEW PRESIDENT PLUNG- 
ING THE COUNTRY INTO WAX. 


— —ę— 


Unjust and Corrapt Administration, 


Added to the Terrible Busi- 
ness Depression, Has Laid the 
Groundwork for a Revolution. 
Fouchard Plotting. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) Sept. 14— 
{Correspondence of the Associated 
Press. Wired from Chicago, Sept. 23.] 
The political horizon in the black re- 
public of Hayti is again becoming very 
cloudy. Under the regime of Hippolyte, 
the late President, who ruled with a 
firm but brutal hand, the uneasy 
spirits were kept in check, and sus- 
pects were either punished by impris- 
onment or at once exiled. 

The new President, Tiresias Augus- 
tine Simon, is not o man of the same 


caliber, either mentally or physically, 


as his predecessor, and the constant 
disagreements with his ministers, the 
unjust and corrupt administration of 
his dependents, and abcwe all, the ter- 
rible depression from which the coun- 
try has been suffering during the last 
twelve months have combined to rouse 
the populace into a state of foment, 
which unless promptly quelled, will 
have serious results. 

The appeintment of Calisthen Fou- 
chard as Mnister of Finance, a few 
months ago, was hailed with delight 
by the people, as he was everywhere 
greeted as the deliverer of his country. 
But the President's jealousy caused 
his downfall and exile. He is now in 
the United States, and it is alleged 
is entering into an agreement with 
Stewart, the new candidate for the 
Presidency, to stand or fall tegether in 
any attempt which may be made upon 
the Presidential chair. Fouchard is 
expected to arrive here shortly, when 
the ball will be set rolling. 

The prevalent misery among the 
people, the resignation of Firmin, the 
successor of Fouchard, and the exac- 
tions of the government have caused 
a condition of chaos. Merchants re- 
fuse to lend the government money, 
and as the treasury has been depleted, 
a revolution is almost inevitable. The 
government, too, is awakening to the 
condition of affairs. Port-au-Prince is 
filled with soldiers drafted from everv 
part of the country. These rageed, 
half-staved men, will fight cn ether 
side for the prospect of a good meal. 

The Mayor of Port-au-Prince has ap- 
parently declared war on foreigners. 
The goods of Mr. Mebear, an Ameri- 
can citizen, were seized and sold -at 
auction lately. without cause. The 
charge against him was a general one 
of tripotage. or mischief-makine. A 
similar act of hich-handed injustice on 
a German named Obermeyer. resulted 
in the German Minister taking the 


matter up and holding the government 


responsible. 
BOYS AND MATCHES. 

Tuer Cause a Conflagration and 
Two Men's Deaths.

23.—The 
village of Bainbridge was the scene of 
one of the most disastrous canflagra- 
tions that has ever occurred in this 
county. An entire square. containing 
most of the prominent business houses, 
several handsome residences and the 
Methodist Church, was entirely de- 
stroyed, and two prominent business 
men lost their lives in an explosion 
which occurred in the drug store of 

W. P. Beardsiecy. 

The fire was started in a barn in the 
rear of Perril Brown's general store 
by two littl boys who were playing 
with lighted matches. Beardsiey’s drug 
store adjoining was next ablaze, and 
with the limited means at hand for 
fighting fires, the flames passed all 
bounds and became wneontrollable. In 
the midst of the excitement a terfible 
explosion occurred in the drug store, 
and Mr. Beardsley, who was inside en- 
deavoring to save some of his prop- 
erty, lost his life in the ruins. His 
brother-in-law, Thomas Higgins, who 
went to his reecue, was unable to get 
out. and was burned to death, while 
several others were more or less in 
jured, but none fatally. 

Getting a froeh start from the burn. 
ing ollie and chemicals in the wrecked 
drug store, the fire leaped from house 
to house, until it wae evident the entire 
square was doomed. The best that 
could be done was to prevent the fire 
from being communicated to the other 
equares. The estimated loss is 850.000.

LIST OF OWNERS WHO DEFEATED 
THE IMPROVEMENT. 


Some Hope Entertained That the 
Protest Does not Represent a 
Majority of the Frontage—Meet- 
ing of the Park Commissioners. 


The protest of Spring-street property- 
owners against the proposed resurfac- 
ing of the street represents an appar- 
ent majority of the frontage, and if 
this is confirmed by subsequent inves- 
tigation, there will be no hope of ge- 
curing the improvement for at least 
six months more. The law provides that 


in case more than half the frontage 


protests against the paving of the 
street, six months must elapse before 
an ordinance for the same improve- 
ment can again be introduced into the 
City Council. 

Nevertheless Street Superintendent 
Drain entertains some hope that the 
protest filed in this instance may prove 


ineffective, owing to certain defects 
and irregularities that have been dis- 
covered. H 
The total frontage on Spring street | 
between Temple and Ninth streets is-}. 


about 10,800 feet. The protest appar- 
ently represents 6345 feet, or nearly 


1000 feet more than one-half the front- | 


age. An examination of the protest re- 
veals the fact, however, that in five 


different instances property-owners ap- 


parently signed twice. The frontage 
represented by these duplicated signa- 
tures amounts to 350 feet. It is notice- 
able, also, that in a number of in- 
stances the names of owners are signed 
by agents or attorneys, whose author- 
ity to act for their principals is likely 
to be questioned. 

Assuming, as appears to be the case, 
that the duplicated signatures should 
be counted but once, the petition 
would then represent only about 6000 
feet of frontage, or only 600 feet more 
than one-half the total frontage. 
Should it be found on further investi- 
gation that agents have signed for 
owners without due warrant or au- 
thority, it is possible that the total 
frontage signing the protest may be 
reduced to less than a majority. 

The Street Superititendent is busily 
engaged in investigating the matter. 
Yesterday was the last day allowed 
by the law for protest, and should the 
property-owners opposing the improve- 
ment finally prove to.be in the minor- 
ity, they cannot enter any further ob- 
jections. 

It is said that some of the signatures 
to the protest. were obtained by gross 
misrepresentation as to the cost of re- 
surfacing the. street. :

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PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


An Interesting Gift — Drainage in 
Elysian Park. 

At the meeting of the Park Cemmis- 
sioners yesterday a communication was 
received from A. C. Shafer, stating that 
he desired to present to the city, 
through the park board, two small pine 
trees. These trees Mr. Shafer took up 
with his own hands from the Chicka- 
mauga and Chattanooga National Mili- 
tary Park two years ago. Mr. Shafer 


fought in the Union army in the great 


battle which occurred on September 
19 and 20, 1863. Thirty-two years later 
he revisited the scene of the conflict 
and witnessed the impressive ceremon- 
ies which rechristened the battle- 
grounds as a national park. 

One of the trees presented by Mr. 
Shafer “came from a point 100 yards 
east of the southwest corner of Kelly 
field, over which the battle raged and 
swayed for two days with intense fury. 
The other came from a point about 
three hundred yards west of the tower 
on Horse-shoe Ridge, where at 2 o’clock 
of the last day’s fight the reserves of 
Granger and Stedman turned back the 
exulting foe just as complete triumph 
seemed to be within their grasp.’ 

Mr. Shafer’s gift was accepted by 
the board, and an appreciative resolu- 
tion of thanks was adopted. 

Superintendent Gary reported that 
pipe and lumber would be needed for 
the construction of storm-water drains 
in Elysian Park. He was instructed to 
make the necessary purchase. 

Commissioners Waters and Teed; in 
conjunction with Superintendent Gary, 
were apointed as a committee to con- 
sult with the Southern Pacific as to the 
construction of a drain from Elysian 
Park, to pass under the company’s 
tracks. 

The offer of I. WW. Hellman and J. 


M. C. Marble to lease to the city two 


acres of land adjoining East Los An- 
geles Park at a nominal rental of $5 
per annum, was accepted by the board. 
The secretary was instructed to draw 
up the lease. The ground is to be used 
for dumping refuse from the park. 


Sewer Committee. 


The Sewer Committee met yesterday 
morning and decided to report favor- 
ably to the Council upon the recom- 
mendation of Health Officer Powe 
published last week, that sewers shoul 
be constructed on San Fernando — 
other streets. 

The committee approved the sugges- 
tion of th® health board that the su- 
perintendent of the outfall sewer 
should be instructed not to sell sewage 
where it is to be used for irrigating 
lettuce or strawberries. 

The committee also agreed to recom- 
meh nd the construction of a sewer on 

enty-eighth street between Main 
and Maple avenue.

"BURNS ROBBERY CASE. 


M’STAY’S VALUABLES. 
— — 
Did not Interfere at the Time as 
They Thought it Was “Only a 
Josh’’—Bill Tollman, Jack Burn’s 
Partner, to be Tried for Com- 
plicity. 


The notorious 400“ saloon again 
goes upon record in the courts, this 
time as the place in which Walter M. 
McStay is alleged to have been robbed 
of a gold watch and chain and a dia- 
mond ring by one Jeck Burns, whose 
reputation among tkcse who know 
him is that of a saloon rounder. 

The case is on trial before Judge 
Smith and a jury in Department One 
of the Superior Court. According to 
the complaint and the evidence 
brought out by the prosecution, Mc- 
Stay, who has for the past three years 
been the financial secretary of the Los 
Angeles Athletic Club, left the club 
rooms about midnight on July 16, and, 
after roaming about town with friends 
for an hour or two, went into thé 
back room of the “400” saloon and 
ordered something to eat. Immediately 
adjoining the saloon is a hole-in-the- 
wall” restaurant which, 
to supplying transient custom at all 
hours of the day or night, serves as 
an entrance to the rear of the saloon 
where individuals with dull heads and 
“singed coppers” have been regularly 
served on Sabbath days. 

While in this place .McStay met 
Burns, who invited him to have some 
beer. Mostay had been indulging in 
numerous drinks of gin, for his stom- 


lach’s sake, prior to the meeting, and 


after the Dutch and Irish spirits in 
his stomach bad become reconciled he 
fell asleep. When he awoke several 
minutes later McStay reached for his 
watch to ascertain the time, and found 
it missing, along with other valuables. 
When McStay informed the restaurant 
and saloon keepers of his loss, a 
couple of bystanders informed him that 
Burns had been seen fumbling around 
his. pockets, and upon the strength of 
this information the fellow was ar- 
rested the following day. 

Two witnesses testified in behalf of 
the prosecution yesterday that they 
saw Burns take McStay’s watch and 
ring from him. One of them remarked 
that the proceeding looked as if it 
might be a robbery, but the other re- 
plied that Burns and McStay ap- 
peared to be friends, and that the for- 
mer was removing the jewelry merely 
as a josh.“ This said, no further at- 
tention was paid to the matter until 
Burns was seen making his way out 
of the back door. 

Tt is expected that the trial will 
close today, after which the trial of 
Bill Tollman, charged with being an 
accomplice in the robbery, will come 


up.

KITTY CALVERT DISCHARGED. 


suspected of Having Murdered Sol- 
dier Duplane, but no Evidence. 


At the opening of court in Judge 
Smith’s department yesterday, Deputy 
District Attorney McComas moved that 
the charge against Kittie Calvert for 
complicity in the murder of an old 
soldier named Duplane at Santa Mon- 
ica several weeks ago, be dismissed.

As to the Calvert woman, it is said, 
that she was so drunk at the time of 
the alleged murder that she could, at 
best, have made but a poor showing as 
a participant in the crime. 

Duplane, it will be remembered, was 
found dead outside a house of prosti- 
tution kept by Kitty Calvert. His skull 
and chest were crushed in and he was 
otherwise beaten up. It is understood 
that Duplane visited the place, after 
having drawn his -pension, while 
greatly intoxicated, and the theory is 
that he was murdered and robbed of 


his money and then thrown into the 


street, where he was afterward dis- 
covered.

The 
court ordered the two little girls to be 
sent to the Sisters’ orphanage in this 
city and the three boys to the orphan- 
age at Santa Ana. 

Father and children left the court- 
room together, and went to a near-by 
store,where the little ones were fitted 
out from head to foot with new cloth- 
ing and other necessaries. 

Arguello has married the second time. 


MRS, LAWTON’S DIVORCE. 


Granted While Her Husband is Serv- 
ing a Term in Jail. 


Mrs. Lena H. Lawton was granted a 


divorce from her husband, Wallace R. 
Lawton, by Judge Van Dyke, on the 
ground of cruelty and desertion. The 
couple were married fifteen years ago, 
and there are seven children as an is- 
sue of the marriage, all of whom were 
awarded to the custody of the mother. 

While the wife was obtaining her di- 
vorce the husband was and still is in 
the County Jail serving a term for 
petty larceny. 

Mrs. Rebecca Ramon was granted a 
divoree from her husband by Judge 
Shaw yesterday on the ground of cru- 
elty and desertion. Mrs. Ramon testi- 


fied that she was married to her hus- 


band in Santa Barbara in 1884, and 
that in 1892 he deserted her. The three 
children were given into the custody 
of the mother. The defendant did not 
appear.

The County Tax Rate and Eastern 
Investor How to Do Real Es- 
tate 
Building Notes. 
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The hot weather of the past week 
has had a somewhat depressing ef- 
fect upon the local real estate mar- 
ket, and few transacticms of impor- 
tance have been recorded. The feel- 
ing among dealers continues excellent, 
however, and every one anticipates 
active trade during the coming winter. 

One of the good signs of the mar- 
ket is the readiness of buyers to pay 
up for what they buy. A local agent 
reports that several purchasers of lots 
in a suburban subdivision, who had a 
year to complete their payments, re- 
quested him to give them deeds, and 
let them pay up in cash, so as to save 
the interest, although the rate cf 
interest charged was only 8 per cent. 

COUNTRY PROPERTY. | 

A leading feature of the market just 
now is the good demand fer country 
property, especially for unimproved 
tracts, suitable for subdivision. The 
advance in the price of wheat has led 
many to believe that after all there 
may be money in that cereal. It would, 
however, be wise to go rather slow on 
this proposition, as there is every 
probability that next year wheat- 
growing will again be overdone. Then, 
there is also much interest being 
taken just now in sugar- beet culture, 
and lands suited for that crop are 
inquired after. At least two deals 
involving large tracts of land in this 
county are being negotiated between 
the owners and European capitalists. 

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 

The transfers of real estate in Los 
Angeles county for the months of 
August during the past three years 
have been as follows:

This shows a gradual decrease dur- 
ing the past three years. On the 
other hand, the sales in San Fran- 
cisco fer August amounted to only 
$856,078, which is very little more than 
the Los Angeles record. 

WESTLAKE PARK. 

There has been no cessation in the 
rapid improvement that has been un- 
derway for the past couple of years in 
the Westlake Park sections Every 
week several fine residences are 
started out there, and at this rate of 
progress the western hills will soom be 
completely built over. It took Los 
Angeles people some time to acquire 
the taste for hill residences, but they 
have it now, and they have it bad.“ 


EXAGGERATED VALUES. 


Much valuable time is wasted by 
peculiar people who insist upon placing 
impossible. values on their property. 
If these people only wasted their own 
time, it would not matter so much, but: 
unfortunately that is not the case. A 
Los Angeles man advertised a piece 
of suburban property, which he de- 
sired to exchange, valuing the equity 
at $2000. He received from a local 
banker a communication offering sev- 
eral pieces of property, including 
thirty acres between Los Angeles and 
the ocean, which he valued at $2000. 
No reply was sent to this communica- 
tion, and the suburban property was 
again advertised in The Times on the 
following Sunday. Another communi- 
cation came from the banker, who had 
evidently overlooked the fact that he 
had written before to the same party, 
and this time he valued the thirty 
acres at $1500. A visit was paid to the 
County Assessor’s office, when it was 
found that the thirty acres are assessed 
at exactly $30, or 1 per acre! In view 
of such an extraordinary difference in 
value, the owner of the suburban prop- 
erty thought he would write and ask 
whether there was not some mistake. 


‘The latter replied that he was in luck 


if the appraisement of the land was as 
stated and added: 

“The appraisement, however, let it 
be ‘big or little, has no effect on our 
land. The land lays out doors and 
can be seen. and buyer must use his 
eyes and be his own judge.” 

This may be true enough, but what 
is the use of offering property at more 
than sixty times its appraised valua- 
tion. Life is too short for such foolish- 
ness. 

THE COUNTY TAX RATE. 

The raise in the county tax rate from 
$1.10 to $1.25 does not make much dif- 
ference.to the taxpayers, owing to the 
reduction of 10 per cent. made by the 
State Board of Equalization. In one 
respect, however, it is something of a 
disadvantage to Los Angeles, as the 
quotation of a higher rate makes a bad 
impression among outside investors, 
who watch these matters very closely. 

TRUST DEEDS. 

The action of the last Legislature in 
extending the time for redemption of 
property. from six months to twelve 
months, has already had the effect of 
causing many money-lenders to insist 
upon the making of trust deeds, in 
place of mortgages, as The Times pre- 
dicted would be the case. Thus, the 
borrower is again out and injured by 
legislation which was intended to ben- 
efit him, as he was in the matter of 
the mortgage tax, which the borrower 
always has to pay, with a little more 
added, to protect the lender. 

It is about time that our legislators 
should learn that there are certain 
business affairs which cannot be reg- 
ulated by act of Congress. 

HOW TO-DO BUSINESS. 

E. G. Walton, a successful real es- 
tate man in Minneapolis believes that 
the real estate business should be con-

A man who pays a 
small office rent eats just as much, 
wears out as many clothes, pays as 
much house rent, has as many chil- 
dren and all similar expenses, as a man 
He is 
simply starving his steed by economiz- 
ing in his office, and whoever heard of 
a successful warrior on a starved steed.

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SPRING STREET PAVEMENT. 

Those property-owners who are mak- 
ing a persistent fight against the re- 
surfacing of Spring street are making 
a grave mistake. The improvement is 
imperatively needed, and it must come 
in the very near future if Spring street 
is to remain the principal business 
thoroughfare of the city. The tendency 
of the business center is strongly to- 
ward the southwest, and this unpro- 
gressive policy on the part of Spring- 
street property-owners will accelerate. 
the movement. If the present policy 
of these property-owners be persisted 
in, the result wilb be the transference 
of business to other sections. Spring 
street will lose its position as the prin- 
cipal business thoroughfare, rents will 
decline, and the owners of property on 
that street will thus lose dollars where 
they save cents by opposing this 
needed improvement. 

Moreover, the money apparently 
gaved by postponing the improvement 
will not really be saved, for the street 
will soon have to be resurfaced, or 
closed to traffic. Its present condition 
is a disgrace to the city, and it is 
rapidly growing worse. To repair it 
properly is practically impossible and 
utterly impracticable. The paving was 
a very bad job in the beginning, and 
to make the street passable. without 
relaying the asphalt would be an ex- 
‘pensive undertaking. The best that 
eould be done in this line would still 
leave the street in wretched condi- 
tion, and further repairs would be 
needed inside of six months. A post- 
ponement of the work of resurfacing 
is merely a postponement of the in- 
evitable, with loss alike to the prop- 
erty-owners, the tenants, and the gen- 
eral public. 

There is a right way and a wrong 
way to do everything. The only right 
way to deal with this Spring-street- 
repaving question is to resurface the 
street from Temple to Ninth street 
with asphalt, in a first-class workman- 
like manner. It ought to be made the 
finest thoroughfare in the city, and 
the owners of property along the 
street should have sufficient pride and 
public spirit to make it so, and to main- 
tain its prestige as the leading business 
thoroughfare. 


A committee having been appointed 
on sweeping the streets by hand, a mo- 
tion to appoint one in the enforcement 
of the hitching ordinance is in order. 
So long as the curbs are lined with 
“genuine Mexican plugs” from early 
morn till dewy eve, three men to the 
block will not be able to keep the 
thoroughfares in a presentable condi- 
tion (without more plugs.) If we have 
an effective hitching ordinance it 
should be enforced; if the one we have 
does not fill the bill, the Council 
should take a hitch in its own waist- 
belt and adopt one to meet the emer- 
gency. Most of the dirt accumulations 
and vile odors along the streets are 
caused by horses that are permitted 
to stand thereon hour after hour, 
blocking traffic and creating a nuis- 
ance. They should be removed to the 
pound, if necessary, as their presence 
fs an infliction that no city of this 
magnitude should be called upon to 
put up with. 


If Spring street is not to be repaved, 
the least the property-owners thereon 
can do is to make a liberal reduction 
in rents. When a street is in such 
bad condition that people cannot 
safely drive along it, merchants are 
certainly seriously handicapped in 
catering to trade, and they would seem 
to be justified in demanding that rents 
be shaved because of the fact that the 
trend of traffic is forced to the better- 
improved streets. The present condi- 
tion of the main retail street of the 
city is such that a store thereon is 
certainly not worth, to a tenant, within 
33 per cent. of what it would be if 
properly paved. If people are satis- 
fied with corduroy roads they should 
be content to take the things that go 
along with that sort of civilization. 


A New York astronomer has made 
the startling discovery that there are 
spots on the sun, which indicate that 
a large portion of the orb’s substance 
is about to be detached and made into 
anew planet. If it is going to be a 
hot one like the single sun that shone 
yesterday, we want to move. Two 
suns doing business up there would

With the knowledge that we have of 
the methods of justice in Mexico, one 
does not need to do much guessing to 
arrive at the possible fate of this too- 
zealous official, who made a bad mat- 
ter worse by committing a crime that 
equaled the one attempted by Arroyo. 
We may be sure that lynching will 
not become popular in our sister re- 
public, and that the United States will 
be given an object lesson in punish- 
ment that this country needs power- 
fully much to learn.

RATIFICATION OF THE TREATY OF

The sun Bursts in at the Senate 
Window—Words of the Island 
Statesmen—The Census and 
Its Meaning. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

HONOLULJU, Sept. 10.—I cannot bet- 
ter report the Hawalian side of the an- 
nexation question than by briefly re- 
suming the action of the special ses- 
sion of the Senate. This day the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty for annexation to 
the United States was completed by the 
signing of the engrossed document at 
10:12 a.m. As tthe clerk of the Senate 
handed the same to President Wilder 
for his signature, a gust of the trade 
wind opened a shutter of the east win- 
dow of the Senate chamber (formerly 
the throne-room of the Iolani Palace,) 
and the tropic morning sun entered in 
all its brilliance, Beyond doubt, every 
Senator and Cabinet member on the 
floor was eager for annexation. 
Whether their native constituents were 
or not, is still a mivoted question. 

Pursuant to proclamation, the Sen- 
ate convened at noon of the 8th inst. 
The members from this and other isl- 
ands gathered quietly, and were met 
informally in a handsome entrance hall 
of the palace by the members of the 
Cabinet. At just noon they proceeded 
to their desks, and a moment later, 
while the chaplain of the flagship Phil- 
adelphia asked that these men might 
commit no very great errors,” the 
whistles announced the approach of the 
steamer Coptic. It had been reported 
that she would bring Senator Morgan, 
and I wondered if he would arrive in 
time to witness this gathering, but he 
did not. The presence of Chaplain 
Edmondson of the Philadelphia was 
not planned, but was merely a hap- 
pening of chance. 

When a foreign mail steamer is 
sighted by the lookout at the signal 
station, she is usually twenty miles off 
Koko Head. He immediately telephones 
in, and she is announced to the citizens 
and transients by town whistles, which 
are repeated an hour or so later as she 
approaches the wharf. Then occurs a 
lively gathering of natives and people 
of all classes to greet her. The Kanaka 
boys go out to meet her, swimming 
alongside and diving for coins that are 
thrown in the water from the deck; 
friends come down to greet arriving 
friends; wagons for the mail and news- 
papers have the right-of-way, and it is 
quite a break in the monotony of a life 
without daily ocean-liners 
trains, except for the daily train on the 
one road that runs down to Ewa Plan- 
tation and Pekrl Harbor. 

I intimated in closing my last letter 
that the Senate would be asked to take 


Japan and thus enable it to share in 


thereof. Such was the intention on 
that Saturday, but at a later meeting, 
prior to the opening of the Senate, it 
was decided by the government not to 
take that step. Whether the govern- 
ment decided that the time was not 
ripe for the Senate to take a hand in 
the affair, or whether it decided not to 
risk a refusal of the Senate to do, -is 
uncertain. 

It is now recognized that Japan’s 
diplomacy in first wiring an aceptance 
of the arbitration principle and then 
writing such conditions that she well 
knew could not be accepted as the ba- 
sis of arbitration has thrown the issue 
into court again and enabled Japan to 
watch the movements in other parts of 
the world, and form conclusions before 
it is necessary for her to formulate a 
further policy. It is said that the pro- 
posal to arbitrate was the one false 
move made by this government in an 
otherwise well-played game, for had 
not the ave ifferences between 
Japan and Hawaii been apparentl 
well settled just when they were, b 
the announcement that all would be 
well through arbitration, it is quite 
possible that in the absence of such 
probable settlement Japan would have 
taken one step further forward, and 


either that or the uncertainty would 


have carried the United States along 
at an opportune moment, and annexa- 
tion might evem now have been an ac- 
complished fact. 

That the Hawaiian Senate had fully 
considered its work in advance of con- 
vention was quickly shown by the 
speed and unanimity of its action. 
There is but one native Senator, Kau- 
hane, a pastor from Kau, and he was 
absent during the first day’s session, 
whch lasted only long enough to hear 
the reading of the President’s message 
and of the treaty, and to refer them to 
a committee of which Kauhane was 
one. He was present on the second day, 
however, and voted with the others. 

The policy of this government from 
the first cannot be better stated than 
in the spirit of the President’s message 
and the keynote of the speeches which 
were made by the committee in favor- 
ably reporting back the treaty. The 
President said: 

“The grounds for the adoption of this 
policy on the 17th day of January, 1893, 
were: First, the existing local condi- 
tions under which the maintenance of 
stable government was beset with 
great and increasing difficulties, and 
the growing menace to the small Ha- 
waiian population involved in the im- 
pending immigration of races whose 
civilization was not in accord with the 
established institutions of the country; 
second, the rapidly-developing inter- 
ests of the great naval powers in the 


} Pacific Ocean which rendered the per- 


manence of the independent govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands ex- 
tremely uncertain; third, the import- 
ance of securing such permanence of 
relations with the United States as 
would render possible the development 
of the resources of this country; and, 
fourth, an abiding conwiction that it 
was for the best interests of all of the 
‘people of these islands. All of these 
reasons for annexation to the United 
States still exist, and subsequent events 
have emphasized their importance.“ 
The committee report said that the 
experiences of recent years have 
shown that under the changed condi- 
tions which have resulted from circum- 
stances beyond human control, good 
government cannot be permanently 
maintained. The forces which are at 
work in this ocean and the aggressive 
policies of the nations bordering on it 
make it manifest that we should, come 
under the fostering care of a power 
whose policy will tend to promote our 
permanent welfare and such power, in 
our opinion, is the United States.“ 
Several Senators spoke in favor of 
quick action, and the burden of all 
the speeches is found in the words of 
Senator Brown, who said: “I was 
born in this country, and for a long 
time my feelings were against annexa- 
tion. I felt it was better by far for 
us to have a free and independent re- 
public. But in the early eighties I 
began to think differently, and later

I believe in it because 
without it good government cannot be 
permanently maintained, and with it, 


all the Hawaiians will be protected:

It was apparent that all felt that the 
question had narrowed down to 
whether the future of these islands 


should be that of eastern or western): 
civilization, oriental or occidental, and. 


the preference of these men was for 
the traditions, the customs and the 
safeguards of their forefathers. It has 
lang been conceded that the men who 
are the most fitted for pointing the 
public way are those whose mentality 
and energy have brought them to the 
front in their privete capacities, and 
although the Hawaiians were not di- 
rectly represented by this gathering, 
and though many feet, as will be shown 
later, that injustice has been done to 
landed interests here, still, may we 
not set it down that, representing the 
moneyed class of Hawali, they were 
doing their best to guard and foster 


great interests, and in doing that they| 


enhanced the interest of all at the 
same time. Prosperity for a few means 
prosperity for many, even if it is 
less pronounced because more widely 
disseminated. 

I talked with Senator Henry Water- 
house, who has but recently returned 
from Japan, and he said: ‘When I 
left here, it was with the idea that 
too much was being made of the talk 
that Japan wished to continue the en- 
largement of her realm, but I had not 
been there two days before my asso- 
clatlons with leading men and my 
observations of all classes convinced 
me that the nation is eager for fur- 
ther efforts. They have no such be- 
lief as that they can fail. Every child 
in the street salutes with his hand 
to his head; it is all military. They are 
fatalists, believing that when the time 
ocanes, then the end, and it is so 
even with the laborers here. I had 
occasion to send a man under water 
to unfasten an anchor chain, and even 
as good swimmers as are the Kanakas, 
I could not get one to attempt it, 
but a Jap did not even hesitate. ‘What 
difference to him; plenty more Japs 
come to take his place if he kill.’ You 
find the Japs in Hawaii looked upon 
as shrewd and tricky, and why may 
not the same shrewdness characterize 
their betters who are at home turning 
the wheels of diplomacy?” 

The same idea as to fatalism was 
expressed to me by the contractor for 
a very dangerous piece of mountain 
road work near here, and who ‘employs 
many Japanese. He said: “They will 
lead without a thought of their danger 
where you could not drive a China- 
man, and they think that one Jap can 
whip his weight in ‘Pake,’ (Chinese,) 
American, or anything else.” 

I mentioned in my last a native 
mass-meeting about to take place. Its 
voice should have a place, though it 
was not a very large meeting,, now 
led, as I am told, by men of great 
influence among the natives. There 
were some five hundred present in Un- 
ion Square at 5 o’clock the evening of 
the 6th inst:, and by a series of reso- 
lutions they protested against the rati- 
fication of the annexation treaty. 
Their ground was that they the Ha- 
wallans, and a large proportion of the 
population,“ were opposed to it in any 
shape or form, fully believing in main- 
taining a free and independent gov- 
ernment. This protest was presented 
to the President by a committee of 
fifteen, and was in turn submitted to 
the Senate, and in reporting it back 
from the committee, after reporting on 
the annexation treaty, Senator Bald- 
win said. We are firmly and sin- 
cerely of the opinion that in refusing 
to ratify the proposed treaty we would 
not be acting for the best interests 
of the native Hawalians, and in our 
opinion the protestants are protesting 
more from sentiment than from a be- 
annexation would be detri- 
mental to their interests.” 

I think it was Senator Baldwin who 

spoke of the provisions made in the 
— that the public lands of Hawaii 
should only be man and disposed 
of by special laws enacted by Con- 
gress, and that a committee of five, 
two of whom should be Hawaiian resi- 
dents, should recommend such laws. 
Provisions may be made through the 
working of these items of the treaty 
for the ex-royal family. It was said 
that the providing for pensions, as in 
the first treaty submitted to Presi- 
dent Harrison, would again block its 
acceptance by America. 

But it is also said that a Territorial 
Legislature held here under American 
Federal laws could make such pro- 
vision for the sale of public lands 
that were taken from the royal family, 
so that its proceeds may fulfill the 
word, and what should be the spirit 
of article 2, when it declares that all 
such proceeds shall be used for the 
benefit of the inhabitants of the Ha- 
waiian Islands for educational and 
other public purposes.” This would 
leave an avenue open by which the 
heirs of the ex-Queen could be recom- 
pensed.

Hawalians and part Hawallans are 
supposed to represent about 29 per cent. 
of all, and are entitled to greatest con- 
sideration.’ Their exact sentiment is 
hard to fathom, for many say they 
are quiet and acquiescent; others that 
they are loyal to royalty; others that 
they love the British flag, and still 
others that most of them don’t care, 
but I believe that American rule will 
in the end be the best for all concerned. 
But probably the average feelings of 
the native Hawaiian who, loyal to his 
country, whether it is a monarchy, re- 


public or United States Territory, re- 


gards rather sadly the changes that 
have taken and will take place therein, 
are expressed by one who said: There 
is now one less nation on the face of 
the earth, and the existence of an in- 
dependency here, where the trackless 
paths of the ocean meet and cross, is 
merged into a greater republic.” Per- 
haps! As the Mexicans say, Piense 
que si’ (I think yes.) “Quien sabe?“ 
(‘who knows?’’) 

Portuguese make up over 9 per cent., 
and are deemed model citizens. Wher- 
ever their little colonies are, there 
fiourish homes of flowers, accordeons 
and quiet domesticity. They have 
made the sides of “Punchbow!l’’ blos- 
som like a garden. The Punchbowl is 
anextinct mountain crater; surrounding 
it on three sides is Honolulu, and from 
its summit the finest view of the city 
and coast lines is obtained. The Port- 
uguese colony lives together where it 
‘slopes into the city. They are seem- 
ingly passive in politics, prolific in 
children, and look forward, perhaps, 
to a larger share in future local gov- 
ernment. 

To the Chinese, 27 per cent., the 
quietest, thriftiest of them all, and 
withal the hardest-worked and hardest 
hated, it means a barrier to further 
progress here. 

The Japanese, 27 per cent., probably 
represent and know the wishes of their 
home rulers and cannot but protest. It 
closés a, wide field, for under annexa- 
tion the Japs’ term as a contract la- 
borer is a brief one. America will not 
have semi-slaves. 

The European, 4 or 5 per cent., but 
many of them powerful out of propor- 
tion to their number, must acquiesce 
with good grace, but will still throw 
an influence against it all. 

Lastly, the Americans, 2000 out of 
72,000, less than 3 per cent., have what 
they started for four years ago. 

All in all, now that the Huweltlian 
government has taken the laet stvup and 
has so far as is in its »ower, turned

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S “SET- 
TLER’”’ IN THE HARBOR CASE. 


Full Text of His Clear and Decisive 
Opinion—The Law and the Com- 


mon Sense of the Case—‘A Har- 
bor for Commerce and of. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Herewith 1 
send you a copy of the opinion of At- 
torney-General in the San Pedro har- 
bor case. The document was procured 
direct from the Department of Justice 
for the use of the Los ANGELES TIMES: | 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
Washington, Aug. 9, 1897. 

The Honorable the Secretary of 
War—Sir: I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your com- 
munication of August 3, in relation to 
San Pedro Harbor. 

The inquiry you propound (which 
will be stated hereafter) grows out of 
the provision of the River and Har- 
bor Act of 1896 and a report of a 
board of engineers provided to be ap- 
pointed by it. 

You express doubts of your duty 
and power under the act and report 
of the board as to whether the appro- 
priation is sufficient to provide for a 
harbor both of commerce and for ref- 
uge. After some discussion you say: 


It is possible, however, that in order 
to complete this harbor for commerce 
and of refuge there may be private 
subscription by those who are finan- 
cially interested in the matter, to en- 
able the building of the breakwater, 
and also to create or deepen the inner 
harbor and approach to the same. The 
opinion of the Attorney-General is 
therefore respectfully requested as to 
whether the War Department would be. 
justified in advertising for the whole 
work and in making a depth of twenty- 
five feet instead of thirty feet, as sug- 
gested in my communication of May 
18, heretofore referred to (which would 
be ample, in my opinion, for the pres- 
ent commerce of the Pacific centering 
there,) and also for an inner harbor 
(harbor of commerce of, say, half the 
dimensions named in my letter of 
May 1 

This inquiry, may be, should be an- 
swered in the negative, but I think the 
law and your powers under it and as 
determined by the report of the board 
may be considered more broadly. 
The provision of the River and Har- 
bor Act is as follows: 


For a deep-water harbor for com- 
merce and of refuge at Port Los An- 
geles, in Santa Monica bay, California, 
or at San Pedro, in said State, the loca- 
tion of said harber to be determined by 
an officer of the navy, to be detailed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, an of- 
ficer of the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, detailed by the superintendent of 
said survey, and three experienced 
civil engineers, skilled in riparian work, 
to be appointed by the President, who 
shall constitute a board and who 
shall personally examine said, har- 
bors, the decision of a majority. of 
which shall be flnal as to the location 
of said harbor. It shall be the duty 
of said board to make plans, specifica- 
tions, and estimates for said imprcive- 
ment. Whenever said board shall have 
settled the location and made report 
to the Secretary of War of the same, 
with said plans, specifications and es- 
timates, then the Secretary of War 
may make contracts for the comple- 
tion cf the improvement of the har- 
bor so selected by said board, accord- 
ing to the project reported by them, 
at a cost not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate $2,900,000, and $50,000 is hereby ap- 
propriated, so much thereof as may 
be necessary to be used for the ex- 
penses of the board and payment of 
the civil engineers for their services, 
the amount to be determined by the 
Secretary of War;. provided, however, 
that if the board hereby constituted, 
as in this section provided, shall de- 
termine in favor of the construction of 
a breakwater at Port Los Angeles, no 
expenditure of any part of the money 
hereby appropriated shall be made, nor 
shall any contract for the construc- 
tion of such breakwater be entered 
into, until the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, or the owner cr owners thereof, 
shall execute an agreement and file 
the same with the Secretary of War, 
that any railroad company, or any 
corporation engaged in the business of 
transportation, may share in the use 
of the pier now constructed at Port 
Los Angeles, and the approaches and 
tracks leading thereto, situate westerly 
of the easterly entrance to the Santa 
Monica tunnel, upon such just and 
equitable terms as may be agreed 
upon between the parties, and if they 
fail to agree, then to be determined 
by the Secretary of War; and before 
any expenditure of the money hereby 
appropriated is made for the construc- 
tion of a breakwater at Port Los 
Angeles, said Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, or the owner of the tracks and 
approaches leading to said pier, shall 
execute an agreement and file the same 
with the Secretary of War, that any 
railroad or transportation company or 
corporation desiring to construct a 
wharf or pier in Santa Monica Bay, 
may, for the purpose of approaching 
such wharf or pier, and for the purpose 
of constructing and operating the 
same, cross the track or tracks, ap- 
proaches and right-of-way now used 
by the Southern Pacific Company un- 
der such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War, and 
upon the payment of such compensa- 
tion as that officer may find to be 
reasonable; provided, further, that in 
event said harbor is located at Port 
Los Angeles, no greater royalty on 
the rock used for the.construction of 
the breakwater than 12% cents a cubic 
yard shall be charged, and the South- 
ern Pacific Company shall charge ro 
more than one-half a cent a ton inile 
for freight on rock transported over 
its road. 

The statute, therefore, provided for 
a deep-water harbor for commerce and 
of refuge at one of two places—San 
Pedro or Port Los Angeles; and the 
appointment of a board to select the 
place and determine the plans of im- 
provement. 

It will be observed that the powers 
of the board are large. 

There is a limitation of the amount 
to be expended—in all else the judg- 
ment of the board is free. They de- 
cide between the places, and the con- 
tracts of the Secretary of War are to 
be “according to the project reported 
by them.” The decision of the board is 
final as to location, and it shall be 
their “duty to make plans, specifica- 
tions and estimates for said improve- 
ment,” and upon their report “the 
Secretary of War may make contracts 
for the completion of the improvement 
. « + according to the project reported 
by them.” The law itself, besides, in- 
dicates the project. Both the places 
mentioned are open roadsteads; in 
both, therefore, a breakwater is neces- 
sary to make protected water—a har- 


bor of refuge, and this may be a har- 
of commerce as well, Obviously, 


so at Port Los Angeles, as we shall 
see. 

The report is voluminous—too much 
so to be quoted, and yet it can hardly 
be understood any other way. The 
double function of the board to select 


and hence compare sites and report 


plans for both led them into comments 
and comparisons and an jntermin- 
gling of considerations somewhat con- 
fusing, nor did they accurately dis- 
criminate that which was to be 
ernment work from that which was to 
be the work of private enterprise, or 
that which was necessary now and 
that which might become so with the 
advance of time and trade. I do not 
think, however, that the quays or 
piers or wharves, or the excavation 
of the docks formed by them, are a 
part of the project reported. They 
are the means by which private enter- 
prise may avail itself of the project. 
Some piers were already so erected at 
Port Los Angeles. They were the 
property of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, and were to remain so. The law 
only required that other transportation 
companies should be allowed to use 
them; but, however, “upon such just 
and equitable terms” as should be 
agreed on, or, if agreement fail, “then 
to be determined by the Secretary of 
War.“ 
From a careful consideration of the 

of the board, I am of the opin- 
ion that the project reported by them 
is a breakwater, and that it fulfills 
the provision of the law, and will 
make within its meaning a harbor for 
commerce and of refuge

[San Francisco Call:] An illustra- 
tion of the law that the beginning of 
one enterprise invariably leads to the 
undertaking of another, is shown in 
the effect produced in Los Angeles by 
the announcement that Atty-Gen. Me- 
Kenna has informed the Secretary of 


War that the act of Congress provid- 


ing for a deep-water harbor and port 
of refuge at San Pedro authorizes him 
to begin the work of construction at 
once. The prospect of an early com- 
pletion ct the harbor has aroused the 
energies of the progressive people of 
Los Angeles to new efforts, and many 
projects long-talked-of are now likely 
to be seriously undertaken in the 
near future. 

We noted a few days ago that the 
merchants and manufacturers of Los 
Angeles and San Diego were to enter 
upon an earnest and well-supported en- 
deavor to build up a trade with the 
seaports of Mexico. This movement is 
to be supplemented by another in the 
direction of bringing about the long- 
desired direct rail communication with 
Salt Lake. The two projects will mu- 
tually assist one another. Los An- 
geles will have a larger trade with 
Mexico and South America if she has 
better facilities of trade with the in- 
terior of the United States, and she 
will have a better chance of obtaining 
a new railroad when it is known that 
she is to possess all the advantages 
of a deep-sea harkor and a direct 
trade wth foreign countries. 

There is no reason in the nature of 
things why the Pacifico Coast of the 
United States should not maintain as 
many large seaports as the Atlantic 
caast. Pacific Ocean commerce is de- 
veloping rapidly. South Ameriee and 
Australia are growing in importance, 
and China and Japan are becoming 
large consumers of the products of 
western civilization. It is probable 
that in a future not too distant to 
interest people now living, San Fran- 
cisco may equal the New York of to- 
day, and have a Boston to the north 
of her on Puget Sound, and a Phila- 
delphia and a Baltimore south of her 
at Los Angeles and San Diego. 

All the power and influence Califor- 
nia has at Washington should be ex- 
erted to urge on the work on the har- 
ber at San Pedro. There is sufficient 
energy at Los Angeles to make the 
best use of it after it is open for deep~ 
sea ships. The proposed road to Salt 
Lake will place the city in direct eom- 
munication with some of the richest 
mineral regions in the warld, and sup- 
ply the industry of her people with 
the material for thousands of products 
demanded in the markets of Mexico 
and South America. 

It is a golden future that awaits 
Southern California, and as the people 
of the whole State will share in its 
benefits they should be willing not 
merely to sympathize with the enter- — 
prise of that section of the common- — 
wealth, but to aid it and assist it with 
a cordial support.

Jury nvyicts Mim ot Being Drunk,

Spring-street merchants are up in 
arms. 


They have been deeply interested in 
the proposed resurfacing of the street, 
and when the news became public 
that a protest had been filed by a ma- 
jority of the property-owners, the 
keenest indignation was expressed. The } 
condition of the street is too well 
known to need description, The pave- 
ment is pock-marked with holes vary- 
ing from a few inches to several feet 
in diameter. Travel over the street is 
rendered unpleasant, and even unsafe. 
Whenever the street is sprinkled and 
after rains, standing pools of water 
are formed which are unsightly, and 
unwholesome. The cavities in the pave- 
ment are at all times receptacies for 
the filth and refuse of the street, and 
efficient street sweeping under the 
present methods is almost an impos- 
sibility. That the principal retail bus- 
ness street of the city should be in 
such condition has been regarded as a 
public diagrace. The merchants of the 
street have been especially desirous 
that the street should be resurfaced, 
as they realize that their business 
suffers so long as the street continues 
unattractive to publio traffic. 

As the immediate consequence of 
the attitude of the majority of the 
owners of Sp street property, a 
war of retaliation is about to be in- 
augurated by the tenants. An organ- 
ization is to be formed which will be 
known as the Tenants’ Protective As- 
sociation. It will be an adjunct of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
lation. Its purpose is to force upon 
landlords in the business district a just 

een of the rights of their ten- 
ants 

Those who are actively interested in 
the new movement say that the mer- 
chants of the city, and especially those 
doing business on Spring street, are

The weather has been extremely 
warm during the past week, the ther- 
mometer in Los Angeles ranging near 
the 100 mark. The heat has hastened 
the ripening of late fruits and nas facil- 
itated drying operations, 

The fruit market has been well sus- 
tained during the week. For prunes, 
especially, there is a good demand, 
with every prospect of still further im- 
provement in the near future. The Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Grower has the following 
ro say in regard to the outlook for this 
important. crop: 

“When the market opened this sea- 
son the crop of 1896 was exhausted; 
both wholesalers and retailers being 
without stock did not hesitate to place 
liberal orders at the low prices. Never 
before in the history of the California 
prune trade do we remember of re- 
tailers and wholesalers anticipating 
their wants in such a liberal manner. 
No doubt the general improved condi- 
tion of trade throughout the country, 
and the acknowledged shortage of the 
apple crop in this country and in Eu- 
rope had much to do with the liberal 
policy of the trade regarding California 
prunes. 

Reliable advices from France re- 
—— the prune crop of that country far 
low an average one with prices on 
September 1 very firm and equal to 9 
to 10 cents per pound for the four sizes 
laid down, duty paid, in New York. It 
will be remembered that only a few 
seasons ago California prunes sold 
throughout the East at the same and 
even better prices than the French 
fruit, while this season with only a 
medium crop in sight and no possible 
chance for French or Turkish prunes 
to be marketed in America, we find 
California prunes selling at about half 
the laid-down cost of French fruit of 
the same quality. From Buda-Pesth,the 
leading market for Turkish prunes, ad- 
vices have just been received at these 
offices to the effect that the prune 
crop of Bosnia and Servia will to- 
her only slightly exceed that of 
t year. The Bosnia crop is below 
an average one, while the crop of 
Servia is good, and is expected to 
make up the shortage. There is an ac- 
tive demand all over Europe fof Turk- 
ish prunes, and prices rule high as 
en with the prices of California 


“California prunes are increasing in 
favor in many of the foreign markets,

— month’s shipment until they have 
opportunity to clean up a little. 
There has been no particular pressure 
on the part of growers and packers to 
sell prunes thus far. The orders which 
have been placed seem to be the result 
of a natural trade demand conse- 
quent upon bare markets and general 
improved trade conditions, accom- 
panied of course, by the low price at 
which California prunes have been of- 


fered. With choice to fancy evapo- 


rated apples held at from 7 to 8% 
cents, to which must be added the 
coat of a considerable quantity of su- 
gar in order to make this fruit pala- 
table, ‘California prunes at present 
prices are the cheapest fruit in the 
market, as they require little if any 
rugar when cooked, being sweet enough 
for almost any use for which they 
may be employed. 

“The crop of prunes is largely ir first 
hands, and if producers act wisely aud 
do not attemot to force sales until the 
natural consumptive demand sets in,

A prominent importer said: ‘I never 
knew of such exports before. They are 
a result of the higher duty. It is a 
venture at best as no one can tell how. 
the fruit will sell in England, as there 
they prefer cases instead of boxes, and 
also larger lemons. Still the only al- 
ternative to selling here was to export 


to England or to Canada. If sold here 


the fruit would not net freight and 


duty. By exporting, the duty, less 1 


per cent., is saved, as this government 
allows a drawback and there.is no duty 
in England on fresh fruit. The freight 
to England is considerably less than 
the amount of the duty here. Further 
exports to England are likely next 
week.”’ 


The wheat market has been fairly 
steady. Good judges believe that the 
whole of the California ¢rop will be 
marketed at $1.50 per cental or more. 

In the local produce market, prices 
have ruled steady in almost every line. 
Quotations will be found on the com- 
mercial page. 


Ramie. 

In a recent issue of the San Diego 
Union, Prof. 8. Waterhouse, of Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, had an 
interesting article on the subject of 
ramie. Mr. Waterhouse is said by 
those who know him to be quite a 
different kind of a man from some who 
have made a big fuss on the subject of 
ramie, and have kept their own per- 
sonality constantly in the foreground. 
He is regarded as the highest authority 
in the United States on the subject, 
having been a student of the industry 
in China, India and Egypt for twenty- 
five years. Like all other experienced 
men who speak on the gubject, Mr. 
Waterhouse says that the only obstacle 
in the way of the profitable manufac- 
ture of ramie in the United States is 
the lack of a successful machine for 
defibrating the stocks.. This difficulty, 
if not already fully surmounted, Mr. 
Waterhouse believes is in a fair way of 
being removed. He strongly advises 
producers not to go to the expense of 
raising ramie until this question of 
machinery shall have been definitely 
settled... 

Ramie is described as tne finest and 
strongest of vegetable fibers. Four 
thousand years ago, Egyptian, cere- 
ments, were eg material At 
cents 25 pound, un. silk worth 
$2.50 a pound, much of the material 
sold as silk being really manufactured 
from ramie. . 

Prof. Waterhouse ‘describes several 
processes that have been devised to 
do the work of decorticating the fiber, 
including one invented by Felix Fre- 
merey of Bakersfield, regarding which 
this expert speaks very highly. Among 
others, the process invented by an 
Englist chemist in India is described, 
which turns upon the employment of 
zincate of soda. According to the Lon- 
don Spectator, a company has been 
formed in that city, patents taken out 
all over the world and a sort of ex- 
perimental factory is actually at. work 
in London, which turns out about two 
tons a week of ramie, ready for spin- 
ning. 

Southern California farmers should 
keep watch of developments in this 
direction. There is no doubt that as 
soon as the succes of a decorticating 
machine shall have been firmly estab- 
lished, there will be ramie for many 
thousands of acres in this State, thus 
adding one more to the valuable crops 
that are raised in California. 


Fighting the Black Scale. 

Prof. A. J. Cook of Claremont was re- 
cently quoted in The Times as. stating, 
in the course of a public address, that 
he advised people not to wait for the 
work of the black lady bird, but to 
spray the orchards at once. :

culturists who believe that the rhizo-

report. There is, of course, no great 
originality to be expected in the han- 
dling of such a dry subject, but when 
ideas and suggestions are borrowed at 
wholesale, it is only proper and grace- 
ful for the writer to make due ac- 
knowledgement of the source whence 
he derives his inspiration. 


Booms in New Crops. 

The agricultural editor of the San 
Francisco Chronicle thinks it is hard 
to judge whether there is any genuine 
public interest in anything. By gen- 
uine public interest’ he means any 
such real desire for information as will 
cause individuals to incur trouble and 
expense to obtain it. A couple of years 
since, the entire State was stirred up 
on the subject of canaigre. The news- 
papers wore it out, and dropped it, and 
the public forgot it in a week. The 
Chronicle says: 


Every year or two teen is a sim- 
ilar uprising in favor of immediately 
getting rich by the production of fiber 
plants. This usually begins with a 
glowing article prepared and got into 
print in the interest of some one who 
has machinery to sell. The press takes 
up the subject and tosses it about for a 
time and then it is forgotten of all men. 
We have been seeking for some evi- 
dence of any industry ever establilshed 
anywhere in this country as the result 
of a popular ‘movement.’ 
none, and doubt whether such a thing 
has occurred. New industries are 
quietly begun by men who understand 
them and think they can be made to 
pay. if successful they are imitated. 
It seems plain that hemp can be profit- 
ably grown in some parts of this State, 
and if so the industry will increase. 
There is no evidence that we know of 
as to the probability of profit in flax 
for fiber in this State. The most pro- 
-mising districts are along the coast in 
Sonoma county and north of there. 
We have never, however, heard any in- 
quiry about it: The tariff changes 
lately made make it probable that there 
will be an increase in this country of 
the manufactures of flax, and those 
who.think themselves well situated to 
produce it will do well to quietly begin 
a hunt for a market for the product 
and meanwhile arrange to plant an 
experimental plot next season. There 
is sure to be another popular agitation 
of the subject before long, and any 
who will thoroughly inform themselves 
in advance will stand a chance to make 
some money at that time. The most 
money is always made by, those who 
get in on the ground floor.“ 


— —— — — 
Agricultural Experiment Stations. 

In a late correspondence with the 
Department of Agriculture, the fact 
has been brought out that the agricul- 
tural experiment stations are not at all 
under the control of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, who has no power to pre- 
vent the foolish waste of United States 
funds, which is constantly occurring in 
the needless duplication of experiments 
and publications by the different sta- 
tions. The agricultural editor of the 
San Francisco Chronicle says: 

“There should be such legislation en- 
acted at an early date as will place the 
expenditure of United States funds in 
the hands of the national authorities. 
‘The money for the support of. the ex- 
periment statſons is annually’ appro- 
priated by Congress, and while the dif- 
ferent stations should have a reason- 
able discretion in expenditures the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture should have the 
authority to prevent waste.“ 


A Fertile Island. 

An example of what may be done, 
under favorable conditions, in the line 
of intensive culture, is furnished by the 
island of Guernsey, one of the English 
Channel islands, which for several 
years was the home of Victor Hugo. 
Guernsey is only about seven miles 
long by five miles wide, or about the 
area of Los Angeles city, with the lat- 
est suburban additions, yet the island 
supports a population of 40,000, and, ac- 
cording to a London fruit paper, it ex- 
ported in 1896, 1,403,945 packages of 
fruit, vegetables and flowers. Much of 
this is grown under glass, although the 
climate of the island is very mild. In 
1896, 33,691 tons of anthracite coal and 
2251 tons of coke were imported for 
heating the glass houses.

There is plenty of peat in the West- 
minster country, near Los Angeles. 


Big Yield of Olives. 

While the yield of olives this year 
may be light in the Pomona section, 
this statement does not hold true in 
regard to other olive-producing sections 
of Southern California. The Hughes’s 
orchard, at Santa Ana, consisting of 
fifteen acres of six-year-old trees, has 
an immense crop, for which a buyer 
has offered $1600 on the tree. The offer 
was refused, because the foreman, who 
weighed the crop last year, estimates 
that the present crop will amount to 
100 pounds per tree. It should bring 
not less than 4 cents a pound. 

At this rate, a bearing olive or- 
chard is a very valuable property. 


State Board of Horticulture. 


The Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Horticulture, consisting 
of R. D. Stephens, Sacramento; Ell- 
wood Cooper, Santa Barbara, and 
Frank A. Kimball, 
at the office of the State Board of 
ticulture, September 16, 1897. 

The date for the holding of the next 
State Fruit Growers’ Convention, under 
the auspices of the board, was fixed for 
November 16 to 19, inclusive, to be held 
in the Senate chamber of the State 
Capitol. It was also determined to 
hold a State convention of fruit grow- 
ers at Los Angeles in March next, the 
date to be hereafter determined. This 
latter convention will first meet at Los 
Angeles for two days, then adjourn to 
meet at San Diego for one or more 
days, then at Riverside and Redlands, 
one day each.

FINANCIAL INDEPENDENCE. 
The ex-Controller of the Currency, 
George M. Coffin, recently stated, in 
an interview, that the United States 
is. accumulating a vast amount of 
capital, and that sooner or later this 
country will be financially independent 
of Great Britain, or any other na- 
tion. Commenting upon this state- 
ment, the San Francisco Call says: 

“This statement is in line with the 
views of other financial experts, to 
whose opinions we have repeatedly di- 
rected attention. Like the others, Mr. 
Coffin bases his conclusions upon the 
fact that for some time past the cur- 
rent rate for demand loans in New 
York is less than in London, and he 
argues that it is not at all improbable 
that New York bankers are lending 
money in London, thus reversing the 
conditions which in the past have made 
us borrowers: of foreign capital and 
more or less dependent upon British 
money-lenders. 

“The national banks of the country 
are said to hold about $160,000,000 over 
and above the sum required by law 
as a legal reserve, and it is believed 
the same condition exists among sav- 
ings banks, trust companies and other 
banking institutions. Indeed the ac- 
eumulation of capital in savings banks 
is known to have been enormous. They 
had deposits of $1,747,000,000 in 1894. 
These had increased to the extent of 
nearly $150,000,000 in 1896, and accord- 
ing to Mr. Coffin there is no doubt the 
figures for 1897 will show a further 
upward movement. 

“From this condition of our finances 
there will flow all the benefits in- 
volved in an abundance of capital and 
lower rates of interest. It is believed 
we shall never see again in this coun- 
try the high interest rates that have 
prevailed in the past. This will give 
American manufacturers the use of 
money on equal terms with their Eu- 
ropean competitiors, and will mate- 
rially aid in the development of our 
resources and the extension of all 
forms of industry. In addition to ren- 
dering our home market more secure 
against competition from abroad it will 
also aid our merchants in contesting 
with Europeans for supremacy in the 
markets of South America. 

“With his glowing account of the 
financial situation and his prophecy of 
the monetary independence of this 
country Mr. Coffin joins a warning 
against the danger of overspeculation 
resulting from the abundance of capi- 
tal awaiting investment. Of that, 
however, there is not much danger in 
the near future. At the present time 
all kinds of property is virtually at 
bedrock prices. With the exercise of 
any kind of care and the practice of a 
due amount of industry and thrift al- 
most any industrial tnvestment now 
open for capital in the United States 
can be made to pay. We have waited 
too long for a business revival to be 
scared of it now that is coming.” 


COMMERCIAL. 


CALIFORNIA FRUITS IN GER- 
MANY. Evidence continues to be re- 
ceived which confirms the reports al- 
ready brought from Germany in regard 
to the opening which exists there for 
California dried fruits. Secretary Fil- 
cher, who recently returned from his 
trip to Germany, is much impressed by 
the fact that there is in that country, 
and also in Austria and Russia, a very 
large field for the sale of California 
fruit products. Mr. Filcher was inter- 
viewed by a representative of the Pa- 
cific Rural Press, and gave some inter- 
esting facts on this subject. He said: 

“Among the classes able to afford it, 
dried fruits are eaten with meats, very 

much as we eat jellies and spiced 
fruits, and especially is this the rule in 
sanitariums and elsewhere where care- 
ful attention is given to dietary in its 
melation to health. The introduction of 
Califronia fruits, at least in commer- 
cial quantities and under their own 
name, has been comparatively recent. 
The superiority of our goods has won 

them approval wherever they have 
been used, and a reputation is being 
established which promises to make a 
permanent demand, though as yet it is 
a comparatively small one. Thus far 
commercial shipments have been lim- 
ited to Germany, Belgium and Holland, 
and only a few places, compartively, 
know anything about our fruits.” 

The display made by California at 
the Hamburg Exposition is far ahead 
of any other similar display, and has 
attracted the attention, not only of the 
public in general, but of fruit dealers 
and importers from interior German 
cities, as well as from Vienna, St. 
Petersburg and Copenhagen. Mr. Fil- 
cher was surprised to find that there is 
almost no competition as against our 
dried fruits, prunes alone excepted. He 
said, as quoted in the Rural Press: 

“France exports dried peaches nota- 
bly inferior to the California product, 
but it is in a very limited way. Gen- 
erally speaking, our peaches, apricots, 
nectarines and pears meet nothing of 
their own sort in the. markets and 
wherever they find favor there is for 
the future an established dem: nd for 
them, for prunes have to meet the pro- 
ducts of France, Hungary, Bosnia and 
some of the Turkish provinces, but in 
the face of this competition we ought 
to be able to sell in all ordinary times 
at a reasonable profit. Two cents per 

und will pay all charges from San 

rancisco to Hamburg or Vienna, in- 
cluding carriage, insurance and duty 
(½ cent per pound,) and 2 cents added 
to the price in California allows the 
sale of our goods in Europe at prices 
which enable us to compete with 
nearer-by sources of supply.“ 

In reagrd to the best means of open- 
ing up the German market, Mr. Filcher, 
like others who have spoken on the 
subject, lays especial stress on the ne- 
cessity for scrupulously honest deal- 
ings. On this subject he is reported as 
saying: 

“The bulk of the California goods to 
be seen on sale in Hamburg and other 
German cities is honest stuff; but in 
some instances he was humiliated to 
observe the marks of sharp practice. 
There came under his notice several 
cases in which dishonest methods had 
been resorted to, and in every such case 
A permanent injury had been done. 
There was indeed, some satisfaction in 
the discovery that the goods sent direct 
from California were usually what they 
were proclaimed to be, but the explana- 
tion that unscrupulous middlemen in 
New York had been guilty of bad prac- 
tices was not an easy one to make, and 
ft did not entirely overcome the preju- 
dice created by the receipt of bad in- 
voices.” 2 

The exhibit of California at the Ham- 
burg fair, which some Californians 
were inclined to regard as us g 

proved to be an unqualified success 
As evidence of the good impression 
made by this exhibit, it is only neces- 
sary to state that a big gold medal of 
highest merit has been awarded to the 
California exhibit. Mr. Filcher thinks 
it would be wise to send the exhibit a 
month or longer to each of the larger 
citiés of Northern Europe, which would 
cost not more than $10,000, and would 
undoubtedly create a great demand for 
California fruits from these countries. 
The success which has attended the 
exhibit at Hamburg should encourage 
us to further efforts in that direction. 
The continent of Europe is evidently 
@ comparatively unworked field, as far 
as California products are concerned.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—The recovery in 
prices which began yesterday was continued 
today during the early part of the session of 
the Stock Exchange, and the advance in 
prices of all stocks was apparently in full 
force again until this afternoon, when the 
support seemed to be withdrawn from the 
market, and prices fell away to a general 
level below last night’s close. The advance 
was stimulated by the report of a total im- 
port with yesterday’s engagement of 32, 300, 
000 in gold, due to arrive. Receipts of gold 
reported from San Francisco as arriving 
there from Australia helped the recovery. The 
action of the Bank of England in advancing 
its rate of discount % to 2% per cent. was 
anticipated in view of the continued deple- 
tion of its gold holdings and the additional 
strain of yesterday’s withdrawal for ship- 
ment to this country. Yesterday’s rise in 
prices had stimulated the placing of some 
outside orders with commission houses, and 
their expectation was the sustaining factor 
during the forenoon. The strength of Sugar, 
which rose nearly four points on the re- 
ported intention of the Treasury Department 
to apply the countervailing duty on Dutch 
refined sugars’’ helped along the rise. There 
was support afforded the market all through 
by heavy buying of some of the bull opera- 
tors who have been conspicuous in the re- 
cent rise. The effect of the gold-import move- 
ment was largely dissipated during the day 
by a skepticism as to its natural character. 
The exchange bankers who usually handle 
the movement of gold, both import and ex- 
port, were unanimous of the opinion that the 
ruling rate of sterling and continental ex- 
change here and of gold in London and Paris 
there was no profit in the importation of gold 
and the figures of most of them would indi- 
cate quite a heavy loss on the operation. 
Much curiosity was expressed as to the 
identity of the clients for whom the banks 
are making the importation and the opinion 
was quite freely expressed that the opera- 
tion was designed entirely to influence the 
price of stocks. The failure of the exchange 
market to harden under the announcement 
was quite noticeable. Equally so was the 
continued firmness of rates for call money, 
which became pretty well established on the 
basis of 3 per cent. As these conditions be- 
came more clearly defined, the upward move- 
ment of prices became checked and there were 
periods of dullnses followed by a steady de- 
cline to the close, the upward course of the. 
morning being almost exactly retraced in 
the afternoon so that the net changes for the 
day only exceeded a fraction in a small num- 
ber of cases. The advance of the morning 
ranged from 1 to 2 points in nearly all of 
the active shares. The losses, which were 
numerous, were confined to fractions except 
in a few cases.

Defense Urged Habitual Inebriety 
as an Extenuating Circumstance, 
Organization of the High School

SANTA ANA, Sept. 23.— [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The taking of testimony in the 
trial of Manuel Fellows for the murder of 
Dolores Garcia was concluded today. Dis- 
trict Attorney West, for the prosecution, 
closed the case for that side at 10:30, and 
then the taking of testimony for the defense 
was begun. The prisoner was not put on 
the stand in his own behalf, the line of de- 
tense adopted being merely to show that 
Fellows was in an inébriate condition, and 
was non compos mentis at the time the mur- 
der was alleged to have been committed. A 
number of witnesses were called to testify 
to his habit of imbibing great quantities of 
agua caliente and thereby became irresponsi- 
ble and irrational. One witness related an 
incident of the defendant’s prowess as a 
drinker, stating that he, with Fellows and 
two others. got on the outside of seven gal- 
lons of wine and one quart of grape brandy 
between 8 o’clock Sunday night and 11 the 
next morning, and its effect then was not 
such as to prevent them from finding their 
way home. The defense argued from this 
that Fellows was a heavy drinker and was 
continually in a state of mind that was not 
sane nor discreet. Neither in the testimony 
nor in arguments presented was there 
a denial of the Charge against Fellows, but 
simply an effort to exculpate him of malice 
or an intent to kill. 

District “Attorney West in his argument 
closing the case, reviewed the testimony that 
had been presented by the prosecution, and 
claimed that no man, whether drunk or not, 
would carry out a well-designed purpose in 
the manner Fellows had done. 

The court took a recess until 10:30 Friday, 
when the charge will be given to the jury by 
Judge Ballard.

“BUCK” KILGORE DEAD. 


The Noted Texas Congressman 
Breathes His Last at Ardmore. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

ARDMORE (I. T..) Sept. 23.—United 
States Judge Kilgore, ex-Congressman 
from Texas, died this afternoon after 
a short illness. 

Deceased was born in Newman, Ga., 
February 20, 1835. In 1846 he removed 
with his parents to Rusk county, Tex., 
where he received a common-se ool 
education. He served in the Confeder- 
ate army, first as a private and by suc- 
cessive promotions reached the grade 
of adjutant-general, serving as such 
in Betor’s brigade, Army of the Tennes- 
see. He was wounded at Chickamauga. 

He was admitted to the bar after the 
war, and in 1875 was a member of the 
Texas Constitutional Convention. He 
was a Presidential elector in 1880 on 
the Hancock and English ticket, and in 
1884 was elected to the State Senate 
for four years, and in the following 
year was chosen president of that body 
for two years.

RIVER BED STAKED. 


A KLONDYKE AND A YUKON IN LOS 
ANGELES. 
Mining Claims Recorded by a Com- 
pany Organized to Work the 


River Bed for Gold and Pe- 
troleum. 


A gold-mining company for the pur- 
pose of working the bed of the Los An- 
geles River has been organized, and 
claims covering over 100 acres of river 
bed have been located and recorded. 
The company feels confident that pla- 
cer-mining will bring to light a paying 
deposit of gold. 

The names selected for the claims, 
which were recorded Wednesday and 
yesterday, respectively, are suggestive 


~~ of successful placer locations, namely, 


“The Klondyke, and “The Yukon.” 
Ex-Councilman B. Chandler is the 
prime mover of the venture. When seen 
yesterday, Mr. Chandler spoke freely 
of the action taken by his company in 
“Jocating” the river bed. 

es, said Mr. Chandler, “we have 
staked off something over two miles of 
the river bed lying between the Buena 
Vista-street bridge and Seventh street. 
The company comprises five members, 
W. B. Forsyth, Mrs. A. Forsyth, his 
wife, Joseph L. Orris, my wife, Mrs. A. 
Chandier, and myself. For some time 
I have had the river bed in mind. 
Several years ago I sank a wildcat pe- 
troleum well near the Cudahy Packing 
Company's establishment on the east 
ern bank of the river. Not only did we 
strike oil, but considerable gold was 
pumped out of the eighteen-inch hole, 
‘Color’ has been found in many places 
in the vicinity of Aliso street. An out- 
cropping of asphaltum rock is found tn 
the bed of the river near the Aliso- 
street bridge. This should have aten 
as a dam, and in my opinion the saad 
directly above this dam, if worked 
down to bedrock, should pan rich, Some 
of the surface gravel, worked by us in 
the past few weeks, has yielded 86 to 
the cubic yard, and the bedrock stuff, 
down 100 to 150 feet, should pay much 
better.” 

“How do we expect to work it? Well, 
at first we expect to sink caissons, 
working inside these. If the results 
obtained in this manner warrant it. an 
hydraulic plant will be put in, and 
every inch of bed on our claims thor- 
oughiy worked. 

“While placer-mining is the primary 
cause of our staking the river bed, I 
feel satisfied that that portion of the 
bed about Aliso and Buena Vista 
Streets will yield rich deposite of oil. 
We expect to sink wells in that viein- 
ity. The river bed does not belong to 
the city, although the water does, and 
h long as we do um allow the refuse 
to corrupt the water, they cannot pre- 
vent us from operating either placer 
mines or oil wells on the river bed. A. 
M. Ricketts, Neg., a recognised author- 
ity on mining laws, recently gave it as 

opinion that a mining lecation can 
be validiy made to cover the bed and 
hanke of an upnavigable streeam—and 


the Los Angeles River is hardly navi- 


wt that the river bed was he- 
staked out inte mining claims 
caused a rush yesterday afternoon, and 
many proceeded to appropriate tithe to 
the twenty acres allowed individuals by 
law. re Was no excitement, every- 
thing being done in a quiet manner. 
The City Attorney was not positive as 
to the law regarding the ownership of 
the land im the bed of the river. but 
prognostications of a battle over the le- 
gay of the claims were freely heard 
yesterday.

New Plan of Relief Work Proposed 
by Capt. Frazier. 

Capt. J. A. Frazier, who conducted 
the Good Samaritan Mission last win- 
ter and relieved the distress of thou- 
sands of homeless and hungry persons, 
has devised a new plan of work. for 
the coming winter. The captain says 
he believes there will be a large army 
of idle men here, and that tramps from 
all over the country will make their 
way to Southern California. He does 
not believe it a good plan to give them 
free lodging and meals, and theréfore 
will not conduct his work on the lines 
of last year. He proposes to establish 
a wood yard and compel mendicants to 
work therein for food and lodging. 
Those who may be unwilling to work 
will be turned over to the police. The 
captain also proposes to gather up, as 
much as possible, all eatable food now 
being thrown away by hotels, restau- 
rants and private boarding-houses, and 
distribute the same to poor families of 
this city. He thinks the establishment 
of a wood yard will assist the police 
in putting a stop to begging on the 
street and driving the incorrigible 
hobos out of the city. The awful pros- 
pect of work probably will head off the 
army of Weary Wraggleses and Dusty 
Rhodeses now mobilizing for an invas- 
sion of Los Angeles.
